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Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
ton, Ga., January 27.—As was stated in The 
Constitution this morning, the Thira en- 
gineers will leave here Monday or Tuesday 
for Cuba, The regiment will embark from 
Savanhah, The men have been busy today 
hauling their camp equipments to the cars, 
preparatory to moving. The colonel is 
waiting on instructions from Washington, 
in regard*to a transport to carry the regi- 
ment over. One of the battalions, with 
the headquarters, will go to Cienfeugos, 
while the other will be stationed at Ha- 
vana. One of the battalions is now at Ma- 
tanzas, having left here some time ago. 

‘The men of the regiment do not seem to 
like the idea of moving and many applica- 
tions for discharges thhave been filed today. 
It is though, however, that they will have 
to serve out their full term of enlistment 
in the army. 

Chaplain Sam’ W. Small is still with the 
regiment ‘and will go with them to Cuba. 
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The engineers were the first soldiers to ar- 


rive in Macon and have been in camp near 
Ocmulgee park sine they were camped 
here. Every battalion has been doing pro- 
vost duty since being in Macon, and in that 
way the men have made many friends in 
“the city. They have one of the prettiest 
camps in the country, where they are lo- 
Cated at present, and this fact has been 
commented upon by all of the high officials 
of the army who ‘have visited the place. 
The officers are expecting to move from 
here Monday or Tuesday.

The 
negroes are confined in the pesthouse and 
no one except the physicians are allowed 
to approach the place. Haddocks is only 
a few miles east of Macon and there is 
some uneasiness on account of the fear 
that the disease will spread.

NO SMALLPOX IN EATONTON. 


And Only a Few Cases in Western Por- 
tion of County. 

Eatonton, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
The statement in the public press that there 
is smallpox in the city of Eatonton is a 
mistake. It is not here, nor is it in the 
tmmediate vicinity. A few days since infor- 
mation was received by the county author- 
ites that there were some cases of eruptive 
fever in the extreme western portion of the 
county. Dr. R. B. Nisbet was immediatbly 
sent to investigate the cases, and found 
that they were smallpox. The authorities 
took the matter in charge, established a 
pesthouse and placed a physician in charge. 
A strict quarantine is established and the 
people are not apprehensive, but hope that 
the disease will be confined to the communi- 
| ty where it originated. As an extra precau- 
tion the county authorities and the mayor 
of Eatonton called upon the governor for 
a supply of vaccine matter. 

The whole community is now taking ad- 
vantage of this précaution and are’ being 
generally vaccinated. There is no excite- 
ment fn the city. The disease is confined to 
the negro race and it is hoped will soon be 


staniped out. 
ALL THE EVIDENCE IS IN. 


And Argument on the Bridges Case 
Begins This Morning. 

Rome, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)—Evi- 
dence in the trial of W. M. Bridges closed 
this afternoon and the speaking, will begin 
tomorrow morning. R. A. Denny, principal 
witness for the state, was on the stand 
three days. The state introduced fourteen 
other witnesses, and closed last evening. 
The defense put up a mumber of witnesses 
today. : 

Mr. Harper Hamilton will open the argu- 
ment form the prosecution and Solicifor 
Wrigiht will close. Judge Branham and 
Major Fouche will speak for the defense. 
Argument will consume about six hours and 
the charge will be delivered to the jury to- 
morrow night. 

The state is making out a much stronger 
case than before, handling it in a more con- 
summate manner. It is not probable the 
jury wil] reach a verdict before next week. 


Stamped Out the Disease. 

Rome, Ga, January 27.—(Special.)—Joe 
Lassiter, the negro who has been confined 
in ‘the pesthouse with smallpox for two 
weeks, was dismissed this afternoon as 
Bound and well. The negroes held in the 
detenton camp have also been dismissed, 
none of th:m having developed smallpox. 
Al] danger has passed now. The prompt ac- 
tion of the city authorities in handling the 
matter has been highly commended. It has 
cost the city about $600 or $700.

WAYCROSS MAYOR 


Colonel Crawley, Who Is Contesting the 
Election, Made No Move. 


BUT INTIMATES HE WILL 


It Was Expected He Would Demand 
Office Last Night. 


THE SQUABBLE OVER RECENT ELECTION 


Points on Which Colonel Crawley 
Claims Office—Cemetery Lot Own- 
’ - ers Declared Freeholders. 


Waycross, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
The people of Waycross are to be given an 
exciting topic for discussion again, for the 
smoldering embers in the municipal mud- 
dle are about to burst forth into a live 
flame. 

It will be remembered that considerable 
excitement was caused on the night before 
the city election on the first Saturday in 
January, by a new ticket being put in the 
field in opposition to the administration 
ticket, which had been unanimously nomi- 
nated at a mass meeting in December. 

The citizens’ ticket was headed by Colo- 
nel J. Il. Crawley, and the councilmen 
named were: First ward, C. P, Buchanan; 


HON, A. M. KNIGHT. 


second ward, H. W. Wilson; third ward, R. 
B. Ballard; fourth ward, L. G. Jenkins; 
fifth ward, W. W. Beach. 

There was lively voting and spirited work 
at the polls, and during the day some pretty 
salty circulars were distributed on the 
streets. 

The administration ticket, headed by Hon. 
A. M. Kingler, with J. P. Ulmer, J. A. 
Jones, W. 8S. Crawford, J. C. Humphreys 
and B. H. Williams as aldermen, was elected 
by over 200 majority 

On Monday, however, when the election 
managers meet to consolidate the returns, 
the managers fram one precinct (the opera 
house), which was a Knight stronghold, de- 
clined to sign their returns, having learned 
that one of their managers, J. T. Berton, 
was not a freeholder. The other managers 
thereupon issued certificates of election to 
Colonel Crawley and his ticket. 

Late in the afternoon of.the same day the 
administration ticket made a discovery that 
creatéd a great stir. 

The freeholder had been deeded a lot in 
the city cemetery some years ago, and upon 
that ground it was claimed that the was a 
proper party to act as election manager. 
The opera house managers met, after learn- 
ing this, and issued certificates of election 
to Mr. Knigler-and his ticket. 

So the matter has stood, and it has been

beyond the powers of the most inquisitive 
news reporter to learn anything definite as 
to the intention of either party. No one has 
regarded the matter as settled, but both 
sides thave been exceedingly mum. 

The old board met at the regular hour for 
meeting tonight and completed their busi- 
ness for last year. 

Knight Ticket Sworn In. 

The administration ticket, headed by Hon. 
A. M. Knight, took the oath of office to- 
night and entered upon their duties. It 
had been reported that Colonel -Crawley 
would demand that the office be turned over 
to him, but no such action was taken. He 
intimated to your correspondent tonight, 
however, that this is not the end of the 
matter. But just what he proposes to do 
is not known. 

Colonel Crawley is represented by Judge 
J. L. Sweat, Hon. L. A. Wilson and Colonel 
E. H. Meyers, while Hon. John C. McDonald 
and Toomer and Reynolds are attorneys for 
the other side. 

Hon. A. Knight, who is at the head of 
the administration ticket, is one of the 
most popular men in Waycross. He has 
been mayor for seven years, being re-elected 
each time without opposition. -He is the 
agent of the Plant system at this point, and 
is also president of the city board of edu- 
cation. Mr: Knight is forty years old, and 
is a native of Florida. 

His opponent, Colonel J. L. Crawley, is 
one of the most popular young men in the 
city. He is a lawyer, having . graduated

Judge Told the Woman He Would Like 
To Send Her to Prison for Life. 
Then Gave Heavy Sentence, 


Savannah, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
Today, in the city court, there came before 
Judge T. M. Norwood, once senator from 
Georgia, a most sensational and unusual 
trial, Ellis, a colored man, and Jennie 
Moore, a white woman, being arraigned 
for living together, an offense which in 
Georgia is a misdemeanor. The testimony 
wag of such a character that Judge Nor- 
‘wood ordered the court cleared. The crime 
is alleged to have been committed on Wed- 
nesday night, January 18th. The woman 
said*that she was from Jersey City, N. J., 
where she had @ husband and relatives. 
She came to Savannah as an army nurse 
and was left behind when the troops of 
the Seventh army corps went to Cuba. 
She states that she is nineteen years of 
age. 

Ellis, who is a thick-lipped, black negro, 
denied that he had been intimate with the 
woman, Judge Norwood first ordered the 
woman to stand up. Turning to her, he 
Said: 

“This is the most unpleasant duty I have 
ever had. Never did I think that I would 
have to pass upon such a case. If it were 
in my power, I would send you to the peni- 
tentiary for the balance of your life. You 
are a disgrace to your race and sex. I fine 
you $1,000 and costs or twelve months on 
the chaingang.”’ 

The same sentence was then imposed 
upon the negro man. Judge Norwood then 
ordered the solicitor general to draw up 
two other indictments, charging them with 
the same offense on January 16th and 17th. 
The same fines were imposed in these cases, 
making’ in all a fine of $3,000 and costs or 
three years on the chaingang for each. 
Later in the day Judge Norwood suspended 
the sentence against the white woman, 
provided she gets out of the state of Geor- 
gia within twenty-four hours, never again 
to return. The negro will have to serve 
out his sentence. 


GUANO CASES DISPOSED OF. 


Judge Candler Settles Litigation That 
Caused Treuble. 

Marietta, Ga, January 27.—(Special.)— 
Judge Candier finished trying the disquali- 
fied business today and returned home this 
evening. Judge Candler made a* fine im- 
pression upon our people while here, and 
especially upon the bar. The judge owns 4 
fine farm in this county and our people are 


glad to have him among them. 
The much-talked-of guano cases were dis- 


posed of today. Probably no cases in theft 


history of the county have caused so 
feeling and comment, Kinfolks have een 
estranged on their actourt and a great deal 


i of feeling has been manifested by many 


prominent people. 

Wholesale charges of fraud and cheating 
were alleged against Mr. David Morris and 
the Marietta Guano Company and nine 
suits were filed against them asking for the 
notes to be canceled and praying for con- 
siderable amounts of damage in each case. 
One farmer who had only used one sack 
of the guano in dispute was also suing and 
had paid $2 for service on the rietta 
Guano Company, which is a cor tion of 
Fulton county. His sack of guano ~-was 
worth less than it cost him to have service 
merfected. 

The case of J.,.W. Brown was the first 
one of these cases tried this morning and 
when the plaintiff's evidence was all in 
Judge Candler ordered a nomnmsuit on the 
part of the Marietta Guano Company and 
directed a verdict in favor of the other de- 
fendant, Mr. Davis Morris, for the balance 
due on Brown's note. 

Mr. J. 'M. Monroe’s case was then tried 
with the same result as the first. The 
other six plaintiffs then all confessed judg- 
ments in favor of Mr. Morris for the 
amount of their notes and the Guano com- 
pany took orders for non-suits in all cases. 
Judge Candler said that they were about 
the smallest cases he had ever known 
brought in superior court—regular justice 
court cases. This ends the great damage 
suits. 

The plaintiffs were represented by J. Z. 
Foster and Frey & Frey, and the defend- 
ants by D. W. Blair, Morris and Green and 
Fred Morris. 

Hon. N. A. Morris was tried yesterday 
for using opprobious words to Mr. Jack 
Slatton, a merchant of Smyrna, in this 
county. The trouble started over political 
differences while Mr. Morris was a candi- 


date for the legislature and during a heated 


conversation he called Mr. Slatton a liar 
and threatened to whip him. Mr. Morris 
went on the stand and stated that he had 


used the language and knew he had tech- 


nically violated the law. Judge Candler 
fined him $50, to include cost. In passing 
sentence he criticised Mr. Slatton and said 
it was a police court case and should never 


have gone before the grand jury.

an aged couple of this place, Mr. and Mrs. 
Van- Houton, was totally destroyed by fire. 
Mr. Van Houton is deaf and his wife is 
blind. Had it not been that his neighbors 
made an entrance and awakened and as- 
sisted in getting the old people out they, 

too, would have been destroyed. 

Mr. Van Houton {s originally from Penn- 
sylvania. Mrs. Van Houton formerly be- 
longed to an aristocratic family of New 
York and possessed many relics, mfich sil- 
verware and several vatuable jewels, all of 
which were destroyed. The fire is suppos- 
ed to be accidental; no insurance. 
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Doctor Charged with Forgery.

The Savannah and Atlante Road Must 
Pay Balance Due. 


OGLETHORPE TRUST COMPANY 


Pdhill, Who Got Small Verdict of 
Damages, Wants New Trial. 


FILED HIS PETITION FOR {T YESTERDAY 


Discharges in Bankruptcy in Savannah 
Yesterday—First Granted in Geéeor- 
gia—Other Savarnah Items. 


Savannah, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)—In 
the United States court today, at the re- 
quest of the Oglethorpe Savings and Trust 
Company, trustees, Judge Speer granted a 
decree against the Savannah and Atlantic 
Railway Company for balance now due over 
and above the proceeds of the sale, the 
balance being $251,981.30, with interest at 5 
per cent from September 1, 1895, and against 
the Central Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia as guarantors of the bonds. 

Polhill Wants New Trial. 

J. H. Polhill, of Brunswick, is not satis- 
fied with the verdict for $1,000 given him as 
damages against the Florida Central and 
Peninsular railroad, and this morning filed 
a petition for a new trial, which will be 
heard by Judge Speer on February ist. 

Discharges in Bankruptcy. 

The following discharges in bankruptcy 
were granted in the United States court: 
J. 8. Collins, of Arlington, Calhoun county; 
Thomas R. Stewart, of Leesburg; George T. 
DeLoach, of Burke, Lee county, and George 
H. Laramore, of Lee county. The bank- 
rupts were represented by Hon. Allen Fort, 
of Americus, ex-railroad commissioner, and 
the proceedings were conducted before Mr. 
Shelby Myrick, referee in bankruptcy of 
Savannah. These discharges are the first 
to be granted in Georgia, and among the 
very first in the south. Judge Speer has 
been prompt in conducting bankruptcy 
matters. :

THE RUMOR THAT HE GOT AWAY 
' PROVES UNTRUE. 


The Negro Was Lynched Near Harris 
City by Unknown. Parties—No 
Details.e« 2 


| Columbus, Ga., January. of —(Special.)—A 
few days ago The Constitution told about 
the arrest of a negro named John Owens, 
in Talbot county, Georgia, charged with a 
particularly fiendish deed. It was alleged 
that he went to a house and@ assaulted a 
young white woman. The negro, a big 
burly fellow, had a pistol, and this he drew 
on a white man present, holding him at 
bay until he could carry his victim into an 
adjoining room. The deed was a particu- 
larly horrible one in every detail, The of- 
ficers Caught the negro and started to Tal- 
bot jail with him. They did not land him 
in Talbot jail, but announced that he had 
escaped during the night, breaking from 
the cabin in which he had@ been confined. 
The story of his escape was received in 
Columbus with a grain of salt at the time 
and today the report came from Talbotton 
that the negro had really been lynched. 
It is stated that the lynching occurred not 
very far from Harris City. No details 
have been learned.

GIRL WITHESS HAS HYSTERICS 


Defense Claims That the Doctor Was in 
Love with a*thild, 


HEARING TO BE CONCLUDED TODAY’ 


Ladies and Children Tell About the 
Doctor Stopping Girls on Their 
Way to and from School. 

The Courtroom Was 
Packed. 


The trial of Dr. S. W. Arrowood before 
the recorder yesterday was one of the most 
sensational cases that has ever been prose- 
cuted in Atlanta by the police authorities. 
The doctor was charged with attempting to 
entice little girls from home, and the evi- 
dence brought out the fact that he had a 
mania for talking to schoolgirls, some of 
whom were not more than ten years of 
age. For three hours Recorder Calhoun 
heard witnesses and then adjourned a fur- 
ther hearing until this afternoon at half- 
past 2 o'clock, 4 

The police courtroom was packed, there 
being a large number of ladies and children 
present who had come to tell what they 
knew about the doctor’s practice of stop- 
ping little girls while on their way to and 
from school, 

There were many remarkable features of 
the case which developed during the trial. 
A twelve-year-old girl was the most impor- 
tant witness, and she went into hysterics 
and could not testify. The child was Ethel 
Kitrell, one of Dr. Arrowood's attractions, 
and the one that he wanted to marry and 
for whom he secured a marriage license in 
DeKalb. county. The child had to be car- 
ried into the courtroom by two officers, 
and when she was at last before the record- 
er she was weeping too violently to speak. 
She will be heard this afternoon. 

Several parents were present who said 
their daughters had been insulted by Dr. 
Arrowood, but they preferred not to bring 
them into court. Among these was Police- 
man Bob Ozburn. 

The evidence showed that for the past 
two years Dr. Arrowood has been serious- 
ly annoying a number of little girls. 

The defense tried to show that Dr. Ar- 
rowood’s mania for Ethel Kitrell amount- 
ed almost to lunacy, and that all of his at- 
tentions to other girls was for the purpose 


of seeing and communicating with her. | 


While the doctor’s brother openly declared 
that he thad no idea of taking out any writ 
of funacy for the doctor, yet the defense 
inferred that the conduct of the prisoner 
Was such as to stamp him as a lunatic. 


| J Little Girl’s Story. : 

The first witness was Viola Lee, a small, 
blue-eyed girl, aged twelve, the daughter 
of Mr. Joseph B. Lee, of No. 71 McAfee 
street. Viola stated that about a year ago 
Dr. Arrowood met ther and another girl 
as they were on their way from school and 
told them he would give BW cents if they

She and two other 
ladies sent for Policeman Hurst and report- 
ed the matter. 

Mrs. Nannie Churchill, who lives next 
door to Mrs. McClure, saw what the latter 
had seen and helped to get a policeman. 

Eddie Hudson, a pretty Httle girl, aged 
ten, with blue eyes and golden curls, said 
Dr. Arrowood had stopped her and another 
girl and eaid he wanted to meet them late 
in the afternoon and would whistle for 
them on the street. He offered them money 
or candy. The girl is a daughter of Mrs. 
Laura Hudson, who lives at No, 14 Jones 
avenue. 

Mrs. M. J. Hollis, of No. 40 Rock street, 
testified that she ‘had seen Dr. Arrowood 
talking to schoolgirls several times, 

Mattie Lattimore, the nine-year-old 
daughter of Rev. A. H. Lattimore, who 


‘lives at No. 36 Jones avenue, stated that 
‘ehe had been stopped 


by Dr. Arrowood 
several times and he had offered her mon- 
ey to meet: ‘him and candy for a kiss. 

Mrs. M. A. Ralston, of No, 70 Rock street, 
saw Dr. Arrowood stop two girls last week 
and walk off with one of them. She helped 
to get an officer, and when the doctor saw 
a policeman near he began to write a note 
to give to the child, as if that was the pur- 
pose for which he had stopped her. 

Mrs. Kitrell on the Stand. 

Mrs. Dora Kitrell, the mother of Ethel, 
the girl the doctor wants to marry, took the 
stand, and she was questioned and cross- 
questioned for an hour. Her testimony was 
considerably mixed. Stie appeared to be 
trying to shield the doctor as much as pos- 
sible. She admitted she had borrowed mon- 
ey from him. Her testimony was to the ef- 
fect that Dr. Arrowood had always treated 


_ her daughter well and she had never seen 


anything improper in his conduct. She had 
written him several notes, which she had 
given her daughters to deliver on their way 
to school.- The doctor had asked her for 
Ethel, saying he would marry her when she 
was fifteen years of age. She knew nothing 
about the marriage license. 

Mrs. Kitrell further testified on cross-ex- 
amination that there was no love between 
her and her son-in-law, H. B. Fuss. This 
was brought out by the defense to try to 
show that Fuss was the cause of the pros- 
ecution and that he was actuated by re- 
venge. A lot of evidence of deeds and law 
suits was brought out for the purpose of 
showing that Fuss ‘had been mad with Mrs. 
Kitrell and the doctor. 

Officer Hurst told what Mrs. Kitrell had 
stated at her home about being afraid of 
Dr. Arrowood and of her intention to ask 
the police to make him let her little girl 
alone, 

Ethel Had Hysterics. 

An effort was made to get Ethe] Kitrell 
into court. She refused to go, and two of 
the officers gently, but forcibly, made her 
take the witness stand. Ethel was in tears. 
She sobbed convulsively and clung to her 
mother. She is twelve years old, is large 
for her age and has red hair. The recorder 
announced he would hear Ethel’s testi- 
mony in the office of the chief of police this

Since the attention of the world is at 
present riveted- upon Samoa, some general 
information in» regard to this group of 
islands may not be without interest. The 
entire group comprises thirteen islands, of 
which three are of considerable size. The 
largest, Savali, is forty miles long and 
twenty miles broad, and has a population 
of 12,500. Of less extent but greater popu- 
lation is Upolu, in which Apia is situated. 
This island has an area of some 550 square 
miles, and contains about 16,600 inhabitants. 
It is the richest of them all and the head 
center of political controversies. ~The third 
among the more important islands is Tu- 
tuila, which is further distinguished by the 
possession of PangoPango harbor. It is 
seventeen miles long and five miles across 
at its widest point, and has a population 
that is estimated at 3,700. The area of the 
entire group is placed at 1,701 square miles, 
and the total number of inhabitants is be- 
tween 33,000 and 34,000. There are few for- 
eigners among the permanent residents, 
and these are classified as foltows, accord- 
‘ing to the latest statistics available: British 
subjects, 203; German, 120: American, £6; 
French, 26; other nationalities, 25. In the 
carrying trade in 1896 there were 85 vessels 
of 85,954 tons, divided as follows: British, 
39 of 42,364 tons; American, 22 of 35,357 tons, 
and German, 12 of 2,215 tons. The only ex- 
port is copra, and the principal imports are 
haberdashery, Kerosene, lumber, galvanized 
roofing, canned provisions and salt beef. 
Samoa is under the joint protectorate of 
Great Britain, Germany and the United 
States. 


Strange are the fluctuations of popular 
enthusiasm. On the death of Mr. Gladstone 
during the past year steps were immediate- 
ly taken in England looking toward the 
erection of some appropriate memorial in 
honor of that illustrious Briton.

This is due 
in part to the national distraction which 
the brilliant victories of Sir Herbert Kitch- 
enér in Africa have produced during the 
past few months. Sir Herbert Kitchener 
is now the toast of England and Mr. Glad- 
stone is temporarily forgotten. Growing 
out of the success of British operations in 
Africa efforts have recently been started 
looking toward the endowment of the Lon- 
don Memortal college at Khartoum, and 
thousands of dollars have been eagerly sub- 
scribed for this rpose. Of course, the 
pendulum wil] swing back to the other ex- 
treme in the course of events, but so far as 
the present condition of affairs is concerned 
the movement to signalize the esteem in 
which Mr. Gladstone is held in the hearts 
of Britons seems to be suffering for the 
lack of enthusiasm.

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HUMANE SOCIETY 
Good Work Done’ for Prevention of 
Croelty to Animals. 

HAD DAILY CALLS FOR AID 


Police Officers of Society Report Many 
Cases Investigated. 


MANY IMPROVEMENTS WERE MADE 


Check Reins and Short Halters for 
Horses Almost Entiiely Abolishe i. 
Humane Literature Issued. 


The reports of the officers of the Atlanta 
Humane Society have been made and show 
some important work accomplished by the 
society during thhe past year. The object 
of the society is for the prevention of 
cruelty to children and animals. The police 
officers of the society are the Drs. Carnes. 
They report for the last year five cases 
prosecuted for.cruelty to animals, fifty-nine 
disabled animals temporarily suspended 
from labor, thirteen homeless small animals 
humanely destroyed, thirty horses, mules 
and cows hopelessly diseased humanely de- 
stroyed, seven ‘horses earried in veterinary 
ambulance for treatment and 261 cases in- 
vestigated and proper advice given. 

The veterinary ambulance is a new feat- 
ure and has already done much good, al- 
though it has been here but a short time. 
Drs. Carnes gives its service to the humane 
society free of charge. 

Tihe reports of Captain J. F. Burke, the 
president of the socjety, and of Mr. J. 5S. 
Panchon, the secretary, show that they had 
almost daily calls during the past two 
years from persons wishing aid in the pro- 
tection of either children or animals. The 
society has noticed an improvement in the 
care of animals in the city within the past 
few years—especially is this true of the 
check rein on horses and the use of the 
short halter, which prevents them from 
lying down at night, 

The society will at an early date distribute 
20,000 pamphlets on fhhumane methods. Two 
years ago there were distributed from the 
same source through the public and private 
schools of the city 46,000 pamphlets of hu- 
mane literature. The organization has been 
in existence for more than twenty years as 
a branch of the state society for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals. 

On January 21, 1893, it was incorporated 
as the Atlanta Humane Society, and now 
works in concert with all the humane so- 
cieties in all parts of the United States. 
Its objects are the enactment and enforce- 
ment of humane laws. 

There has been compiled under the direc- 
tion of the society a pamphlet containing 
extracts from the laws of the city and 
state regarding the humane treatment of 


children and animals. 

Some of the laws are as follows: 

“Sec, 4368. If any person shall forcibly, 
maliciously or fraudulently lead, take or 
carry away or decoy or entice away any 
child under the age of eighteen years from 
its parents or guardians or against his, 
her.or their will or wills and without his, 
her or their consent or consents, such per- 
son so offending shall be indicted for kid- 
naping, and on conviction shall be punished 
by imprisonment and labor in the peniten- 
tiary for any time not less than four nor 
more than seven years. 

“Sec, 4373. If any father shall wilfully and 
voluntarily abandon his child or children, 
leaving them in a dependent or destitute 
condition, such father shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and. on conviction thereof 
shall be punished as prescfibed in section 
4310 of this code; provided, that the wife 
shall ‘be a competent witness in all such 
cases as provided for in this section to tes- 
tify for or against her husband. 

“Sec. 4612h. Whoever shall torture, torment, 
deprive of necessary sustenance, mutilate, 
cruelly, unreasonably and maliciously beat 
or ill-treat or cause to be tortured, tor- 
mented, deprived of necessary sustenance, 
mutilated, cruelly, unreasonably and mali- 
siously beaten or ill-treated any dhild shall 

e guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 4310 of this code. 

“Sec, 4612e. The word ‘cruelty shall be 
held to include every wilful act, omission or 
neglect, whereby unjustifiable physical 
pain, suffering or death is caused or per- 

itted. 
mec. 4310. The punishment prescribed in 
section 4310, cited above, is as follows: 

“A fine not to exceed one thousand dol- 
lars, imprisonment not to exceed six 
montihs, to work in’ the chaingang, on the 
public works or on such other works as the 
county authorities may employ the chain- 
gang, not to exceed twelve months, and 
only one or more of these punishments may 
be ordered, in the discretion of the judge. 

“Sec, 4612¢. Whenever any child under the 
age aforesaid shall be brougiht before the 
ordinary of the county of such child’s resi- 
dende, upon the sworn allegation of any 
citizen. that such child was found under 
circumstances of destitution and suffering 
or abandonment, exposure or of begging, 
or that such child is being reared up under 
immoral, obscene or indecent influences 
likely to degrade its moral character and 
devote it to a vicious life, and it shall ap- 
pear to such ordinary, by competent evi- 
dence, including such examination of tthe 
child as may be practicable, that by reason 
of the neglect, habitual drunkenness, lewd 
or other vicious habits of the parents or 
guardians of such ecnilu, it is necessary to tne 
protection of such child, from suffering or 
from degredation, that such parents or 
guardians shall be deprived of the custody 
of such child, such ordinary may commit 
such child to any orphan asylum or other 
charitable institution established according 
to law in this state which is willing to 
receive such child or to appoint a proper 
guardian therefor or make such other dis- 
position of them as now is or hereafter may 
be provide by law in cases of disorderly, 
pauper or destitute children.’’

The railroad commission meets today to 
consider the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
way’s case and the Augusta depot case. 

The West Point company is opposing a 
cut in its freight rates and requests the 
commissioners to let its charges remain 
as they have been for some time in order 
that it may continue the {mprovements and 
secure for itself an independent terminal 
in Atlanta, : 

Augusta asked the commission some time 
ago to order thé railroads there to bulld 
a new union passenger station. 

The Georgia railroad asked for time go 
that it could thave plans prepared. Ihe 
case comes up today. 

When Atlanta began to agitate the ques- 
tion of a new passenger station last sum- 
mer, several other cities took up the same 
question. It looked for a time as if there 
were very few good passenger stations in 
the state. 2 

The Western and Atlantic went to work 
right away on one for Marietta, and a 
handsome new station is nearing comple- 
tion there. A new union station is being 
built at Dalton by the Western and At- 
lantic and the Southern. The Central of 
Georgia is building one at Forsyth. Dublin 
wants a new station and needs one. And 
so it goes all over the state. 

A conference will be held today at the 
office of Judge Spencer Atkinson to discuss ' 
some legal questions involved in ticket 
scalping. 


SOUTHERN PRODUCTS ABROAD. 


An Exhibit of Woods, Ores, Grains and 
Fruits in St. Paul. 

The Southern railway has moved its ex- 
position from Chicago to St. Paul, Minn. 

This company has had on exhibition at 
Chicago for some months a display illus- 
trating products of southern mills, facto- 
ries, mines, farms and forests. The min- 
eral display gives a clear idea of what 
is being done in coal, iron, ore, gold, cop- 
epr, Kaolin and general mining, and .the 
quarrying of marble, building stone, etc. 

The forestry part of the exhibit is very 
fine, consisting of more than 100 specimens 
of woods of the southern states. There 
is also a display illustrating fruit, truck 
and general farming. 

The grasses and grains are shown taste- 
fully arranged in sheaves, and fruits are 
exhibited in glass jars. The tobacco ex- 
hibit is one of the best ever.made.

ARE MOVING THE SOLDIERS. 


Passenger Agents Are Hustling for 
Business These Days. 

The passenger men are having a lively 
time now. Four companies of negro troops. 
were mustered out on Thursday at Macon 
and the rivalry was intense between the 
Seaboard and Central, the Georgia and the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Southern. 
The troops were going to Virginia. The 
Southern got the bulk of the men. 

Eleven companies were mustered out yes- 
terday at Huntsville. These men were go- 
ing to Texas and the southwest. The South- 
ern got seven companies and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis got four. 

The Iron Mountain, which is a land grant 
railroad, got six trains of soldiers: in the 
deal from Memphis to Texarkana, but does 
not get a dollar for the haul, Being a 
land grant road, it has to haul the troops 
free. It was a rough deal on the Iron 
Mountain, but there was no help for ict. 

Next week will see a great many soldiers 
mustered out and the passenger men will 
be on the jump.

Represented W. H. Hall, the State Or- 
ganizer of American Guild. 


HAD BEEN DRINKING FOR SEVERAL DAYS 


Body Will Be Taken to His Old Home 
at Sparta—The News from 
Jacksonville.

A telegram to The Constitution, from 
Jacksonville, Fla, last night, announced 
the death of Edward S. Burnett, of this 
city, from asphyxiation caused by a flow 
of gas in his bed room. He was found dead 
in bed yesterday morning, and whether he 
committed suicide or not cannot be said. 

Burnett was about thirty-five years of 
age and was employed by W. H. Hall, of 
Atlanta, who is the state organizer for 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Mississippi, 
of the American Guild, of Richmond, Va. 

Burnett arrived at Jacksonville about two 
weeks ago, and it is said that since then 
he had been drinking and was drunk for 
two days preceding his death. 

He engaged a room at the Carlton hotel, 
On Bay street. He retired early Thursday 
night. Yesterday morning the proprietor 
of the hotel discovered a waste of gas, and 
an investigation disclosed the fact, that 
the jet in Burnett’s room was turned on, 
and the gas was escaping. Burnett was 
lying upon his bed as if asléep. When an 
attempt was made to arouse him, it was 
discovered that he was dead. 

Mr. Hall, who is now at Jacksonville, 
gave as his opinion that Burnett did not 
commit suicide, as the jet was so con- 
structed as to render it almost impossible 
for a drunken man to turn off the gas. 
He believed that Burnett went to bed and 
failing to turn off the gas, blew it out. 

The hotel manager and Justice of the 
Peace A. O. Wright, whose duty it is to 
investigate such cases, are inclined to the 
opinion that Burnett left the gas turned 
on with suicidal intent, and no inquest was 
held. 3 

Burnett was Mr. Hall’s special agent at 
Jacksonville, having gone there with Mr. 
Hall about two weeks ago. Both went 
from Atlanta. Burnett, while drinking 
Thursday night, demanded a settlement 
with Mr. Hall the next morning. He had 
drawn $75 from the bank and spent $52 of 
it while on the spree. He claimed that he 
had been robbed, but this was not given 
any credence. The man appeared to be 
despondent on account of his drinking. 

Mr. J. D. Burnett, of Sparta, Ga., g 
brother of the deceased, has wired to 
Jacksonville that he will go after the body 
today and carry it home for burial. 

Very little was known of Burnett in At- 
lanta in a business way. He was here only 
a short while with Mt Hall, when it was 
decided to send him ft6 Jacksonville to act 
as the Guild’s special agent in Florida. 
His thome was at Sparta, where his rela- 
tives live.
